This is in response to the Interview Summary (paper no. 18) mailed August 19, 2003. As 
requested by the Examiner, and pursuant to MPEP § 713.04, Applicants provide the following 
summary of the interview of July 21, 2003. The interview included the undersigned and 
Examiner Raquel Alvarez and involved a discussion of new claim 71 and of the following prior 
art regarding CBS Sportsline (hereinafter referred to as the "Sportsline References"): 

a. Press release entitled "CBS Sportsline Launches Innovative 'Sportsline Rewards' 
Relationship Program," dated January 19, 1999. 
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b. Article entitled "Sportsline USA, Inc. Reports Fourth Quarter Financial Results/' 
dated January 28, 1999. 

c. Article entitled "The Trouble with Web Advertising;' dated April 12, 1999. 
More specifically, the discussion involved the distinction that the Sportsline References do not 
teach or suggest an association of points or sweepstakes entries with hyperlinks on a Web page. 
In addition, the discussion involved the distinction that the Sportsline references refer 
specifically to a system where a user is given points only after viewing a Web page and, as a 
result, the Sportsline references cannot teach or suggest awarding of points to a user for clicking 
on a hyperlink on a Web page. 

No agreement was reached regarding the Applicants' suggested amendments as the 
Examiner recommended that Applicants prepare and file a full response to the Office Action. 
Applicants do not necessarily agree with the characterization of the interview as provided by the 
Examiner in her summary of the interview. 

No fees are believed due in conjunction with this paper. Applicants believe the case is in 
form for allowance and respectfully request allowance of the pending claims.
